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NEUROSURGEON TO SPEAK 
AT MEMORIAL LECTURE 


LOUIS BAKAY, Professor and Head of the 
Division of Neurosurgery at State University 
of New York, will present the Dr. L. P. 
Mousseau Memorial Lecture this year. 

His topic will be “The blood-brain barrier: 
Its theory and clinical utilization,” a concept 
considered directly responsible for the 
development of diagnostic radioactive brain 
scanning and for the use of antibiotics as 
treatment for infections of the nervous system. 

Dr. Bakay received his medical schooling at 
the University of Budapest. He trained and 
worked at hospitals in Hungary and Sweden 
before immigrating to the United States in 
1948. In addition to his university appointment, 
he is the head of neurosurgical services and 
departments at four New York hospitals and a 
consultant to two. 

The memorial lectures have been held 
annually for the past 10 years, under the joint 
sponsorship of the Edmonton General Hospital 
and The University of Alberta. The late Dr. 
Mousseau joined the hospital staff in 1934 
and was named chief of the medical staff in 
1952. At the University, he was an assistant 
professor of surgery and served two three-year 
terms on the Board of Governors. 

The 1972 lecture will be held Wednesday, 
October 18 at 8:30 p.m. in TL-11 of the Henry 
Marshall Tory Building. The public is invited.
